6, To attain this ond, a mission is pur port od to have 
loft (possibly by air from Romo) for Brazil on 16 or 17 
September 19 a 6. Tho group is headed by Don TORRAZZA and is 
comprised of throe othor religious members, in add i H on to 
several individuals vrho are to make technical rosoarohos, 
with regard to tho local resouroo3 to be oxploitod by tho im- 
migrants. One of tho persons in ths group is an at^lishmon, 
further gonoralities unknown* 

6, Upon arrival in South America , tho mission will 
maka agreements with tho various ambassadors of the Vatioan 
in order to create reception oentore for the immigrants. 

7, In addition to tho ecclesiastic oircle, many high 
personalities in tho financial and industrial world who see 
tho destruction of thoir position in tho triumph of oammuniflra, 
have throvm their weight and influence on OTSARMC^s sido. Tho 
most visible exponent in Genoa is Count Foroni Ansolmo LQ FARO,
